Street Car Rales of Rle. 

There are first and second class 
street cars, writes Albert Hale In the 
Reader, and I. with a package In my 
arms, had taken a first class bond, as 
a street car is called In Bio de Janeiro. 
Scarcely had I done so when the con¬ 
ductor requested mo to transfer to a 
second class car whenever It might 
come along, because no one Is allowed 
to carry anything greater than a lap 
satchel first class. So I humbly de¬ 
scended and had either to mix with 
market women and sweaty laborers or 
to take a tilbury. A tilbury, named 
after the English maker who years 
ago Introduced It, Is a curious two 
wheeled, light springed cab, Hfce an 
old fashioned gig, and resembles a 
hansom without the attachment for 
the driver. He sits inside the tilbury. 
A person without a necktie Is no more 
allowed first class on the street cars 
than was I with my parcel. They are 
decidedly particular In Brasil and In¬ 
herit many fastidious ways from the 
time of the empire, when dress and 
manners wero the mark separating the 
aristocracy from the working classes. 


Peculiarities of Napoleon. 

Nupoleon’s father was a toper, a man 
utterly lacking In moral sensibility, 
and his sisters were Immodest and hys¬ 
terical. According to Dr. Cabanas, 
Pauline was particularly so. Napoleon 
himself was exceedingly sensitive-to 
atmospheric changes, was beadachey 
and had auditory illusions.

His pulse ranged ordinarily between 
thirty and thirty-five beats a minute 
aud never went above fifty-five. The 
usual pulse rate Is about seventy-two 
a minute. 

The Eye* of the Eagle. 

That the eagle has a most wonderful 
power of vision Is shown from the fact 
that it files in almost a straight line for 
any object which it desires to secure. 
Baby eagles also possess this farsight¬ 
edness. Long before human eyes can 
discern them their gaze Is fixed on dis¬ 
tance, and their cries of welcome to 
tlielr parents are shrill and continuous. 
The structure of their eyes makes them 
peculiarly strong. The brightest glare 
of suullght does not affect them. Ea¬ 
gles do not fly ns high in the air as 
some other birds, but their flight is 
very long and steady. A peculiarity 
about eagles is that they are constant 
to their mates, not chauging every sea¬ 
son, as most birds do. Sometimes the 
same pair of eagles will return to tbs 
same nest year after year.

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PUBLIC LIBRARY 

How many of our citizens are con- 
y n J*}pg to do their duty towards the 
Public Library? When the building 
was erected there wasa liberal response 
to the appeal for help, but many have 
done nothing since, feeling perhaps, 
that their duty was done when they 
subscribed towards the building funa. 

No doubt a great many are willing 
to continue their assistance but it has 
never occurred to them that the Lib¬ 
rary was in need of their help. There 
are many paying $1.00 a year for mem¬ 
bership who can well afford to nay $6.00 
and ought to pay more than tne nomi¬ 
nal fee that is charged. It was never 
intended that the dollar fee was an 
adequate cbnsideration for the privi¬ 
lege of belonging to the Library. If 
the Library were conducted as a pri¬ 
vate enterprise, the minimum fee 
would at tne least be $5.00 and there 
is no member who cannot get $5.00 
worth of reading out of the Magazines 
alone, if he never took a book home 
with him. 

There are many to whom $1.00 
means considerable and in order to 
bring the benefits of the Library with¬ 
in the reach of all that nominal fee for 
membership is charged. 

The Board is in need of money at the 
present time; magazines and books 
must be purchased; books are in need 
of re-binding; the building must l>e 
lighted and heated and the other ex¬ 
penses met. 

The Board desires to make the Lib- 
rary as useful as possible; they per¬ 
form their services tree, and have only 
one object in view and that is to do as 
much £ood as possible with the means 
at their disposal. Their means are al¬ 
together too limited and they are ap¬ 
pealing to the individual citizen for 
neln. It should not be necessary to 
make a personal canvas, but the simple 
announcement that the Library is in 
need of help, should bring forth all the 
assistance that is required. A good 
many who are paying only $1.(X) for 
membership no doubt will be willing 
to double that fee. How many there 
are who would be willing to assist a 
poor neighbour a friend by presenting 
nim or her with a membership ticket . 
There is scarcely a servant girl in the 
Town who takes advantage of the 
privileges of the Library and their 
mistresses wonder why they want to 
go out every night. Present them 
with membership to the Public Lib¬ 
rary. Make them feel that they have 
a right to go in and look over the 
magazines and papers and take a book 
home with them if they wish to do so. 

Let the citizens bear in mind that in 
in helping the Library theyure helping 
themselves. It belongs to the people 
and the people should cheerfully assist 
in its maintenance.

Lesson VII. Jesus Before Caiaphas. 

Golden Text: Isa. 63.3. 

THE LESSON WORD STUDIES. 

Note.—The text of Ihe Revised Version 
is used as a bases for these Word 
Studies. 

Annus und Caiuphas.—Am.-s, the son 
of Seth, wus high priest of the Jews 
from A. D. 0 or 7 to A. D. 15. Even 
after being deprived of his high-priestly 
office by the Romun authorities hq still 
retained in a largo measure both the 
power und the dignity of his former 
station among the Jews. Five soils und 
one son-in-law (Caiaphas) succeeded 
him in turn in the olllce of high priest. 
The family of Annus belonged to the old 
Sadduceun arLslocrucy and derived its 
immense wealth, in part at leust, from 
a monopoly which the family held on 
the sale of all kinds of articles neces¬ 
sary in connection with the sacrifices 
offered in the temple. It wus the sons 
of Annas whom Jesus accused of mak¬ 
ing his Father’s house a “den of 
thieves” and It wus the vassal salesmen 
of this high-priestly family whom Jesus 
hud driven from the courts of the 
temple. So strong was the influence of 
Annas in the Sanhedrin tliut even dur* 
in« ihe incumbency of his sons and 


in ihe words quoted, yet from his use 
of the words in connection with his 
cleansing of the temple, and in answer 
lo a challenge of Ihe Jews to show them 
a sign establishing his authority, it was 
easy to pluce upon the words of Jesus 
the mistaken interpretation which the 
Jews gave to them, if indeed it was 
possible for those who heard him to 
understand his words in any other 
sense. 

62. Answereth thou nothing?—A ques¬ 
tion of desperation. We note that tho 
charge made by the two witnesses and 
referred to in lho preceding verse was 
not pushed against Jesus by the Jews. 

63. I adjure thee by tho living God— 
Caiaphas, despairing of finding any 
charge of serious import against tho 
prisoner, abruptly challenges him on 
the real point at issue between himself 
and the Jewish authorities, namely, his 
Messianic claims. His challenge is put 
into the form of this solemn demand, 
Tell us whether thou art the Christ, the 
Son of God. This challenge to definitely 
declare himself with regard to his Mes¬ 
sianic cluims Jesus answered unflinch¬ 
ingly and with full knowledge of what 
the consequences of a definite and public 
declaration of his divinity would be to 
himscU. 

64. Henceforth ye shall see the Son of 
Man silting at the right hand of Power 
—As if Jesus had said, “I am indeed the 
Christ, the Son of the living God, and 

‘ henceforth ye shall soe him whom ye 
have known ns a ‘Son of Man’ exalted 
to the dignity of the Son of God.” 

G5. Rent his gurmenls —As custom 
required of the high priest before whom 
a prisoner had been convicted of t»in«. 


BRAVE DEEDS PERFORMED TO SAVE 
THEM FROM CAPTURE. 

Many of the Colors Droop From the 
Gray Walls of an English 
Cathedral. 

The manner in which regimental col¬ 
ors have been saved in the face of sup¬ 
erlative odds is to the everlasting credit 
of our officers, and ths famous exploit 
of Lieutenants Coghill and Melville, who 
in the Zulu War escaped with tho colors 
wrapped round their bodies, was a no¬ 
table deed of valor. Another was seen 
at the surrender of Yorkton, when Cap¬ 
tain Peter and another officer of the 
23rd Regiment saved the colors by wear¬ 
ing them next their skin. 

In the eagerness to save their priceless 
colors from falling into the hands nf 
the enemy, the 20th Regiment, Just 
prior to the surrender at Saratoga, de¬ 
liberately burnt them. But on the same 
occasion Colonel Hill, of the 9th Regi¬ 
ment, displayed more cunning. Knowing 
that officers would be allowed to retain 
their personal baggage, he removed the 
colors from the staves and concealed 
them among his shirts and socks. There 
they remained for four years, and when, 
In 1781, the English troops were finally 
released, the gallant colonel was able 
to present the colors Intact to George 
III., who in recognition of the success¬ 
ful feat, made Colonel Hill his A. D. C. 

Many regiments are the possessors of 
distinctions in connection with their 
colors, of which they are very proud. 
'I he colors of the South Wales Border¬ 
ers, for instance, are crowned by 

WREATHS OF IMMORTELLES, 

which were presented by the late Queon 
lo commemorate the regiment’s bravery 
at Isandhlwana; and the 7th Dragoon 
Guards—formerly the 7th Old. Ligonier’s 
Black Horse—claim to be the only regi¬ 
ment possessing the honor of having 
been presented with colors on the field 
of battle. At Dellingen George II., 
struck by the valor displayed by the 
regiment, and particularly by Cornet 
Richardson, personally presented the 
lutter with a regimental standard, which 
now hangs in tho Cavalry Barracks at 
Canterbury. It was at Waterloo that 
n famous Prussian officer, moved to en¬ 
thusiasm at the gallant conduct of the 
old 52nd Regiment, approached and 
publicly embraced their regimental color. 

The Northumberland Fusiliers and 
Queen’s Royal West Surrey Regiments 
own a third color, presented for bravery 
in battle; and honorary third colors, lo 
commemorate their gallantry at Assaye, 
were presented to the old 19th Regiment 
of Dragoons and 74th and 78th Regi¬ 
ments. The fact, too, Is unique thut 
Ihe new colors given to the 43rd Regi¬ 
ment in 1874 were consecrated by the 
Rev. W. C. Madden—an old officer of 
the regiment who had been twice 
wounded * 

IN THE PENINSULAR WAR. 

The disposal of old regimental colors 
in these days suggests no difficulties— 

, the most appropriate cuthedral or church 
1 usually receiving them for safe custody 
But the old colors of the 25th Regiment, 
i which had been carried in ull actions 
from Fontenov to Wilhelmsthal, were, 
i in 17G3. after twenty years’ service, sol- 
I enmly buried with full milltory honors. 
And in view of the prospective disband- 
1 ment of certain regiments it is interest¬ 
ing to recall that when, in 181G, the 2nd 
Battalion of Ihe 8 th Foot was disband¬ 
ed at Portsmouth, the colors (which were 
painted, instead of being embroidered 
as is usual) were cut into small pieces 
! and distributed amongst the officers; 

1 the poles were then burnt, and the ashes 
carefully buried in the centre of the bar¬ 
rack yard. 

j The number of occasions in which re¬ 
gimental colors have completely disap¬ 
peared is astonishing when one con- 
I skiers the loving care usually bestowed 
I on their custody. At the Battle of Chil- 



SOME DAINTY RECIPES. 

Apple Shape.-Pwl, core 
one pound of apple# with 1 
of grated lemon rind and half a 
water; when quite eoft rub 
through a sieve. Dissolve a quarter 01 
an ounce of gelatine in half a gffi oj 
water, add it to the apple, and w m 
two tablespoonfuls of sugar, ruia 
mould with cold water, let it drain, and 
put in the apple mixture. When cold 
turn out and serve with custard. 

Parisian rice is a very good way 01 
using up remains of poultry or game. 
Boil two ounces of rioe, drain thorough¬ 
ly, and place In & saucepan Into a 
ter of a pint of good gravy. Let this 
come to the boll, then add two ounces 
of poultry cut Into dice, some chopped 
paisley, and half an ounce of butter; 
season with pepper, salt, and a grate 01 
nutmeg. Let all simmer for about six 
minutes, place in a buttered pie-dish, 
cover the top with slices of tomato, and 
Just brown In the oven. 

Vegetable Marrow with Cheese.—Peel 
a small vegetable marrow, steep it in 
salted water for half an hour, take out 
and drain. Cut as many slices as you 
require to fill the dish to be used. Melt 
some butter in a stewpan, put in the 
slices, season with salt, pepper, and a 
little spice. Let all fry for a lew min¬ 
utes, shaking constantly. Place on a 
buttered dish, sprinkle grated cheese 
on the top, over this scatter bread¬ 
crumbs and a few bits of butler. Bake 
in a good steady oven for ten minutes 
and serve hot. 

To Make Pink Apple Jelly.—Cut up 
seven pounds of apples (do not peel or 
core them), place in a pan with five 
pints of cold water, the rind of two 
lemons, and one inch of cinnamon. 
Cover with a flour and water paste and 
bake for six hours. Strain the juice 
through a cloth, place it in a clean pre¬ 
serving pan, and allow a pound of loaf 
sugar to every pint of juice; bring to 
tho boil and cook fast for twenty min¬ 
utes. Put the jelly into pots at onoe and 
cover with paper. 

Lemon and Vegetable Marrow Pre¬ 
serve.—When tho fruit is perfectly ripe 
cut it, and put it in a dry place for a 
few weeks so that the sap will dry out 
of it. Peel the marrow thickly and take 
away the seeds. To every six pounds 
of pulp, cut into squares of an inch, al 
low twelve pounds of sugar and two 
sliced lemons. Let these ingredients 
stand for twenty-four hours, then put 
into a preserving pan with two ounces 
of bruised ginger. Take out the ginger 
after one hour’s boiling, and boll the 
rest slowly till all is clear, stirring fre¬ 
quently. Then place in perfectly dry 
pots for use. 

A tapioca pudding is very good if 
carefully made, but it ts so often merely 
a gummy stuff which Is far from tempt¬ 
ing. Take a teacupful of tapioca and 
soak in water for two hours allowing 
just sufficient water to cover, and add¬ 
ing more when that is absorbed. Pour 
into this a quart of milk, and boil in a 
double saucepan till soft, stir in the 
yolks of three eggs and two ounces of 
sugar, flavor with grated lernon rind. 
Place in a buttered pie-dish and cook 
gently till the egg is set, remove from 
the oven, spread a little raspberry jam 
over the pudding, and on ft pile the 
stiffiy-beaten whites of the eggs. Brown 
slightly in the oven and serve.

ARCK AND KAISER 


REVELATIONS IN MARY OR TOE 
LATE CHANCELLOR. 

The Man ol Blood and Iron Doe* Not 
Figure io a Very Amiable 
light. 

The revelations contained In Prince 
Mohenlohe's memoirs continue to as¬ 
tound the German public. They fur¬ 
nish the sole topic of conversation In 
ofllcial circles, and amazement is ex¬ 
pressed on all sides that such a mass of 
indiscretion could be pub*.shed without 
the knowledge or consent of the Em- 
peror. 

It is felt that the memoirs would have 
lost none of their interest had publica¬ 
tion been delayed for 20 years. The 
majority of the personages Involved 
would have been dead or retired from 
public service, and the episodes, the 
publication of which has given deep 
offence at more than one European 
court, would have lost their sting. 

But the events described are so re¬ 
cent, and so many of the characters in¬ 
volved are still in public life, that the 
publication of the book at this time is, 
in the language of one Berlin news¬ 
paper, “the sheerest folly.” 

The German newspapers condemn the 
publication of tho memoirs without ex* 
ceptlon. The Tageblalte asserts that 
old hatreds ore revived, and that fresh 
troubles will likewise be engendered. 

Tho Vossische Zeitung characterizes 
it as “the greatest political scsndal for 
years.” Certainly throughout the third 
Chancellor's ubsorbingly interesting 
memoirs details are given and conver¬ 
sations are reported bearing on living 
rulers and statesmen which are of such 
a nature that it is not surprising that 
they have roused the Emperor’s anger, 
published as they were without his per¬ 
mission. 

Writing under date June 2, 1880, 
Prince Hohenlohe describes the mar¬ 
riage of the present Emperor to Prin¬ 
cess Victoria of Schleswig-Holstein. 
The Crown Princess, he says, com¬ 
plained of the unfriendly way in which 
the engagement of Prince William was 
received by the Prussian Princes and 
Princesses. Prince Hohenlohe refers to 
Prince William (the present Emperor) 
in the following words:— 

“He is a rather boyish, inconsiderate 
young man, of whom his mother is 
afraid. He also has rows with his 
father. His wife is said to have a soft¬ 
ening effect on him.” 

The Chancellor gives touching details 
of his interview with the dying Emper¬ 
or Frederick, and describes in simple 
language how the Empress, hoping 
ugainst hope, asked him whether her 
husband did not look better. After one 
interview the Emperor laid his hand on 
the Prince's shoulder and smiled 60 
sudly that the latter almost broke down. 

BISMARCK’S RUDENESS. 

On Sept. 22, 1888, Prince Hohenlohe 
was received in audience by the Em¬ 
press Augusta Victoria, the wife of 
William I. “She was," he says, “very 
broken down and sad, and I am con¬ 
vinced that her cheerfulness was entire¬ 
ly ussumed ull lust year. I found her in 
the depths of woe, and she could hard¬ 
ly speak through her tears. We began 
discussing the Emperor’s last days, and 
then sho becamo unimated and spoke of 
the muliciousness and the disgraceful 
behavior of certain people, whom she 
mentioned by name. They were, she 
declared, trying to darken the memory 
of the Emperor by saying that he had 
never been really capable of ruling, and 
had done nothing, while he had, in 
fact, worked hard and had taken inde¬ 
pendent decisions. 

“Prince Herbert Bismarck (the Em¬ 
press added) had the impudence to tell 
the Prince of Wales that an Emperor

Prince Hohenlohe records remark* 
mode to him by the Emperor the day 
tiler the reconciliation ol Bismarck, 
Jan. £7, 1194.

Prince Hohenlohe records at length a 
highly interesting conversation on Par 
Eastern policy which he had with the 
Emperor Niobolas, at Braalau, on Sept. 
6, 1896. The Czar said his chief task 
was Russian policy in the Far East and 
the completion of the Siberian Rail¬ 
way. The Japanese were making active 
military preparations, but they had no 
money, and, although the Chinese war 
indemnity now supplied them with 
means, when this was exhausted he dfd 
not know how they would find money 
to extend their armaments. In any 
case, they would take years, and by 
then the Siberian Railway would be 
ready to meet any eventuality. 

The Czar also told Prince Hohenlohe 
that he had heard that Great Britain 
had a plan to bring Africa from the 
Cape to Egypt into her possession. 
That was, however, in his opinion, a 
long way off. The Prince, in reply, said 
that the British attached so much im¬ 
portance to their supremacy in Africa 
because they sought relief in South 
Africa from the fear that they would one 
day lose India. 

“But who is going to lake India from 
them?” asked the Czar. “We are not 
so stupid as to pursue such schemes.” 

BISMARCKS TO RETALIATE. 

There is soon to be a conference of 
members of the Bismarck family and of 
the intimate friends of the “Iron Chan¬ 
cellor” who survive him, to determine

For They May Carry Infection From 
House to House in Their 
Beards. 

It is a fact that many of the most 
famous surgeons and physicians of to¬ 
day wear beards and moustaches, it 
is also a fact that many hundreds if 
local practitioners allow their Ups and 
chin to be covered with what they term 
“hirsute adornments.” But is it healthy? 
Is it safe for the patient to be visited 
by a doctor who may be carrying from 
the last person he visited the germs of 
some more or less virulent disease in 
hii beard? asks a writer in Pearson’s 
Weekly. 

Medical men are supposed to be the 
apostles of health and hygiene. Surely 
the wearing of boards and moustaches 
ls a direct contradiction to their pre¬ 
cepts. It is not that doctors can be ac¬ 
cused in the slightest degree of unclean¬ 
liness, or that they do not take the 
greatest care, in most things, of prevent¬ 
ing the spread of disease.

cretions of employes. Even from Time 
immemorial societies have been form¬ 
ed for the protection of trade secrets, 
among them London's famous guilds, 
such as the Loaners and the Spectacle- 
makers, to mention only two. Now-a- 
dsys different methods have to be adopt¬ 
ed, and employers can only rely upon 
tho honor of their employes, although 
the inevitable penalty of dismissal is 
no light one. 

All Government officials are tacitly 
understood t) regard the documents 
that pass throguh their hands as con¬ 
fidential, but in tho most important de¬ 
partments—the Treasury, Foreign, and 
Home Offices—tho clerks are formally 
pledged to secrecy, says London Tit- 
Bits. There are scores of men who 
would be willing to pay $5,000 and mo^e 
for certain particulars of the Budget a 
few days before It is presented to Ihe 
House of Commons; while the value of 
details of Important international treat¬ 
ies cannot be adequately expressed in 
mere dollars and cents. 

In naval and military affairs the same 
considerations obtain; while Ihe ques¬ 
tion of public contracts is also a temp¬ 
tation to the officials possessed of pri¬ 
vate knowledge. When a firm secures

Now, if anyone gets to know the name 
ol the successful firm before it is pub¬ 
lished, ull he need do ls to instruct his 
brokers to buy up as many shares as 
possible and hold them until further 
orders. When the world has learned 
that Messrs. So-and-So have obtained 
a big order from the authorities the 
market changes, and the speculator is 
enabled to sell out at a large profit. 
This is only one of many temptations 
that dally beset the highly-placed offici¬ 
als in the service of the country, and 
it says much for the honor of the Civil 
Service that it is very seldom the temp¬ 
ter is successful.

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FEEDING MILK TO POULTRY 

The great benefits to be derived from 
the feeding of milk to fowls seems to M 
almost entirely Ignored by the majority 
of poultry keepers. Where corn is the 
principal ration, as la the cose on the 
majority of farms, a liberal supply ol 
milk to balance ur ihl* .ution will »« 
found moat profitable m the return of 
eggs. If hens ore fed all the milk they 
can be induced to drink, along with o 
coni ration, great gains can be expected 
ii the egg production. 

Lost year we fed our fowl* largely on 
corn, especially our laying hens, and 
for a balance ration we aupplied all the 
milk wc could possibly spare, and tl>e 
result was an advance of eggs over ony 
previous winter In our experience. On 
farms where there is a good supply of 
milk Jftere should be no reason for not 
receiNTBg a good supply of eggs. There 
can be no better ration for a flock of 
laying hens than plenty of com to pro¬ 
duce fat and milk to balance the corn 
ration and furnish the necessary ele¬ 
ments for egg production. Where milk 
is supplied liberally to fowls, unimal 
food In the form of cut green bone cun 
b? reduced, as milk supplies largely all 
the elements found in bone. Milk and 
ccm moke n much belter combination 
than milk, wheat, and oats. Feed the 
layers corn and milk alternately with 
green food In the .shapo of cabbugc or 
prepared clover, und we huve an almost 
ideal food for egg production. Poultry 
are parlicularly fond of milk, and it cun 
be given in almost unlimited quantities 
without ony serious fasulta following. 
It very often happens that feeding meat 
too freely produces diarrhoea, which 
checks the supply of eggs, but in feed¬ 
ing milk we did not experience such 
unfavorable results. In the country, 
where it Is not convenient for tho former 
to get bone fresh from the butcher, he 
can supply milk inslead, which is al¬ 
most or quite as good as bone. Wo 
know of u lady breeder who feeds corn 
and milk the year round lo both young 
and old, with very satisfactory results, 
using the sour milk (after boiling it) in 
mash with decided benefit, especially 
with' the young growing stock. Next 
year we shall use boiled sour milk, 
wheat bran and corn meal sprinkled 
with pulverized charcoal for our young 
chicks, bclieveing we will have a food 
that will be wholesome, palutnblo arid 
inexpensive comparatively lo some of 
the so-called ‘urepared chick foods' nuw 
on the market. At the same time wo 
shall provide .skimmed milk ns we have 
previously done for ttie fowls to drink, 
bclieveing wc cun realize more from ‘he 
product in feeding in this way Ilian any 
other way we could feed it. 

THE SMALL CHURN. 

The kind of churn that should be used 
on a farm need not be long debuted. 
One of the best churns was the old dash 
churn, but it was not ns good as is the 
barrel churn. The barrel churn* is sim¬ 
ply an empty vessel having in it neither 
dasher nor other obstructions. It re¬ 
volves upon a pivot, and as it revolves 
the milk falls from one end of the churn 
lo the other. The first barrels had ob¬ 
structions In them consisting of round 
pipes of wood, aguinst which the cream 
struck when passing from one end to 
the other. It was supposed that thl* 
cuused the butter to gather in u very 
short time. It was soon learned, how¬ 
ever. that this did not help much to 
bring the butter. Someone discovered 
tv actually trying it that the cream 
striking the two ends was affected as 
quicklv us if the obstructions were left 
I-, From that time the barrel churn 
became the fuvorite, and has rermuned 
the favorite to the present time.

In rm hour a dozen 
persons, some suffering; from an infec¬ 
tious disorder may has* passed under 
his knife. 

If the surgeon be a bearded man. Jt 
is impossible for him to avoid making 
a collection of disease germs. Ho may 
be in the habit of sterilizing his beurd 
and moustache, and fto preventing Hie 
disease attacking his own system; but 
the process takes time. He wouJd not 
sterilize his beard a dozen times for a 
doz^n operations. 

The patient under the anaesthetic is 
naturally in a very weak condition—u 
ripe ground, In feet, for any disease 
germs to rapidly develop themselves 
and create a complication of disorders. 
Many a mysterious “case” in the hospi¬ 
tals has been traced eventually to the 

OPERATING SIFRGEON’S BEARD. 

Now take the case of the Incut prac¬ 
titioner. Upon his dally rounds he goes 
from sick room to sick room. From 
one patient suffering with, say, infiuen.vi 
h3 parses to another whose only trouble 
is a weak and feverish condition in¬ 
duced by overwork. The overworked 
man, however, one day develops symp¬ 
toms of influenza, but his bearded doc¬ 
tor is never for a moment suspected of 
introducing ttie disease. 

It is unnecessary to enlarge upon simi¬ 
lar instances.

FORCIBLY STERILIZED FOR HIM. 

To prevent tho spread of infectious dis¬ 
ease the Alleghany Board of Health de¬ 
cided to distribute a solution of bichlor¬ 
ide of mercury to every man in the 
town with a beard. Those living in 
houses where there is contagious disease 
are kept under observation by inspec¬ 
tors, and if they neglect to Use thv fluid, 
Ihey are forcibly shown the wuy to use 
it. 

From the point of view of medical 
men, a moustache acts as u microbe 
trap, and restrains bacteria from enter¬ 
ing the nostrils and lungs. "Mot only 
that." said the distinguished surjgoon lo 
whom this question was put, “it tillers, 
as it were, the air as it enters the nos¬ 
trils. A moustache is not only a manly 
ornament, but one of Nature’s uostliy- 
gienic provisions.” 

The matter, therefore, amt unts to 
this: A moustache and beard may be 
beneficial to a medical man, but a grave 
source of danger to his patient |.

Firms noted for celebrated products— 
sauces, ointments, pills, and so forth— 
are always on their guard against plag¬ 
iarism. und when secrets must be en¬ 
trusted the employee must first take 
oath that ho will not betray them to 
rivals. Whenever possible the recipe 
is divided up, and in this way no single 
person knows the complete directions. 
This is by far the best method, but *t 
cunnot always be adopted. There are 
certain sauces the recipes of which ore 
valued at thousands of dollars, so thut 
extraordinary plans to protect them 
agoinst infringement are quite justified. 

A r?cent law case brought to light 
some very interesting characteristics I 
the money-lending fraternity.

In Uie 
first pluco, these churns do not bring 
Ihe butter in two minutes unless the 
cream is raised to a temperature too 
high to be allowed in the making of 
guod butter. In the second place, it is 
no advantage to have the churning done 
in two minutes, even if that were feas¬ 
ible The ordinary time for churning 
should lx* from 20 to 30 minutes, us this 
gives a better grain of butter. 

LIVE STOCK NOTES.

For cows on good pasture there is no 
better suplemontury grain feed than bran 
and corn chop, equal purls by weight, 
fvd in amounts to correspond with me 
ability of each cow to return a good 
profit for the increased expense.

The 
wisdom of supplying it frequently, 
especially during hard lab-m, is realized 
by nearly every cureful horseman.

Tho Sonnet Writers. 

The fashion of sonnet writing was at 
Its height In tho sixteenth century, 
when Itousarjj, the French “prince of 
poets” In Ills own country and genera¬ 
tion, wrote over 000 sonnets, a total 
which appears only to have been ex¬ 
ceeded by Gomez do Quevedo, the 
Spanish Voltaire, who Is said to have 
written over 1,000. Fortunately for 
sonnet lovers some of the best poets 
have bceu prolific sonneteers. Petrarch, 
who created the classic model which 
later poets Imitated, wrote 313. Cam- 
oens Is responsible for 332, Sir Philip 
Sidney wrote 108, Spenser 88 and 
Dante 80. English sonnets were first 
written by Sir Thomas Wyatt (1503-42) 
and Henry Howard, earl of Surrey 
(1317-47), and tho first appearance of 
any in book form was in a rare publi¬ 
cation briefly known as “Tottle’s Mis¬ 
cellany,” the full title being “Songs and 
Sonnettos written by the Right Hon- 
oure Lorde Henry Howard, late Earle 
of Surrey, and other.” The greatest 
sonneteers of our language are Shake¬ 
speare, Milton, Words worth and Ros¬ 
setti.—London Standard.

This was because the car’ll 
tremors were wholly on land, and did 
not extend lenenth the Led of the 
ocean. It is wlun this latter eventual¬ 
ly happe is thut these terrible waves ure 
i" . u’ed. causing widespread havoc. 

For ins’ an <. it was this kind r.f 
ocean rvuiuin-he that ingulfed Lisbon, 
w’i ii 50.000 of its inhabitants, in 1755; 
and in 1*83 a submarine eurlhquuke 
started in the Straits of Sunda a so- 
called “tidal ’ seis ,.ic) wave, that travel¬ 
led twice round the globe, and drowned 
25.000 re. pie. 

In 1891, uguin. a submarine earthquake 
threw up a wall of water seventy feet 
high, and more than three hundred 
miles in length, which overwhelmed 
the greater portion of the Niphon Is¬ 
lands. O/i this occasion 84.000 houses 
were swept uway and 10,000 people lost 
their lives. 

Worse still was o huge wave which, 
i i I$t>8, wiped out of existence in a few 
minutes the cities of Arequina, Jquique, 
T cua, uml Chenchn. drowning 25,000 
per uns and destroying property worth 
8300,0* 0.000. The waters of the Pacific 
first retreated nearly half a mile, then 
rushed forward with irresistible force, 
si lhat great ships were carried far 
j 111 a’ d, and there left high und dry, for 
figure generations to wonder at. 

At Port Royal, Jamaica, again, many 
h -uses weiv engulfed forty fujhpms 
deep, with above 3,000 of their inhabi¬ 
tants; while about the same time an 
earthquake-made wave so completely de¬ 
molished Catania, in Sicily, that of the 
town und its 18,000 inhabitants not a 
I race remained.

On proceed¬ 
ing to fh»* Peninsular War this regi¬ 
ment lod^d its colors in the Tower 
London* nnd on returning to England 
nearly seven years later could find no 
trace of them. An investigation that 
en^’ed disclosed ihe foci that when the 
P'dnne Regent gave a honquet nnd fete 
nf Cnrl'on House to the allied Sover¬ 
eign®. in 1814. the colors of the 71st 
Regiment,, along with mnnv others, 
we'*e 'nk°n from the Tower for use es 
decorations, nnd w'*re never seen nor 
heard of afterword®! 

Even more surprising was the fate nf 
the colors of thre separate Infnntpv regi¬ 
ments. which found <h rt 'r wav Into the 
p, s^esp'on o f pawnbrokers. Onr. of Ihe 
colors of the 1st Battalion \orthnrnn- 
loncr .ro Raiment. which had been ear¬ 
ned right through the Peninsular Cam¬ 
paign. was discovered some years ago

though how it got there is a mystery to 
this day. A similar uncertainty attaches 
lo a pair of old colors of the 2nd Bat¬ 
talion Border Regiment, which now 
hang in ihe parish church at Kendal. 
The advertisement of a London pawn¬ 
broker. in 1888. who filtered the colors 
for sale, being probably unaware of their 
historical value, caught the attention o t 
Lord Archibald Campbell, who prompt¬ 
ly purchased the priceless relics. 

It was just twenty years ago that the 
Is' Battalion of tho Gloucestershire 
Regiment recovered from a York pawn¬ 
broker four colors which had accom¬ 
panied the regiment in Egypt and in the 
Peninsula, from 1795 to 1810. An : n- 
qr.iry elicited the facts that these colors, 
on being replaced by new ones, became 
Ihe property of the colonel of the regi¬ 
ment, who. on his death in 1818, be¬ 
queathed them to his son. Many years 
lu(or they passed into the possession of 
u servant whose monetary needs out¬ 
weighed h ! s regard for the sentimental 
value of the colors. He pawned them 
for a few shillings.—London Tit-Bits.

It was a 
girl, who has now attained the age of 
6'1 and lives in London. His youngest 
child is 24, so it will be seen there is 
a difference between the first and last 
of forty-five years.

Although no one enjoys a pleasant 
chat more than she does, she avoids 
anything like idle gossip, nnd no one 
cun tempt her to waste the eurly morn¬ 
ing hours in talking over her neighbors' 
affairs. 

A good housekeeper also avoids debt. 
She insists upon paying for everything 
as she gets It, and sees that she gets 
good value for her money. 

A fussy woman may be a prim old 
maid, but she is probably on untidy 
wife, always very unpunctual, for she 
has “no time” to do anything, her 
faculty for fuss retarding her actions. 
She never spures herself, never idles a 
moment, and thinks notiiing can be 
done so well by anyone as by herself. 
Hence she is quite unnecessarily over¬ 
worked, overfatigued and frequently 
fractious. 

The husband goes out; the children are 
so accustomed to continued scolding 
that they become either hypocrites or 
unusually unmanageable nnd heedless 
of rebuke. To some extent they deserve 
pity, for they are teased about their 
food, clothes, health, exercise, games 
and lessons. Nothing is done without 
plenty of fuss and discussion and many 
harmless pleasures are lost. 


FOOD IN PAPER. 

It is a very common proctice lo put 
away food that comes from the shop in 
the brown paper in which the dealer 
wraps it. While this nry be conven¬ 
ient it Is certainly open to serious ob¬ 
jection on the score of health and 
deonliness. Mo'st of the cheap papers 
are made from materials hardly up lo 
the standard of li.e housekeeper’s ideas 
of neatness; and although a certain de¬ 
gree of heat is employed in their pre¬ 
paration it is by no means sufficient to 
destroy all the disease germs with 
which the raw material may be filled. 

When it is taken into consideration 
that w’uste papers of oil sorts and those 
used for ull purposes, are gathered up 
and worked over into new’ paper to 
w’rap our food in, it behooves the house¬ 
wife who cares for the health of her 
fumily to see that urlicles of food re¬ 
main in contact with such wrapping 
the very shortest time possible. 

It is not unusual to see meat, butter, 
cheese und other extremely susceptible 
articles put uway in the very cheapest, 
commonest brown paper. 

Immediately upon the receipt of soft 
groceries or fruits they should be put 
into earthen dishes, und under no cir¬ 
cumstances should they be allowed to 
remain in the papers in which they are 
delivered. 

HINTS FOR THE HOME. 

Should a cake be baked too quickly 
on the top, make an incision in the 
crust that tlie steam muy escape 
through it. 

Avoid using the first water that 
comes from the tap, for it has been in 
a lead or iron pipe all night, und is 
therefore unwholesome. 

Te Cool an Oven While Baking.— 
Keep the door shut, put in the damper 
of the oven flue, and if the oven is slill 
too hot, remove one of the rings of the 
hot plate. This will reduce the tempera¬ 
ture quickly without admitting cold air 
to the oven. 

To Stew Fruit Perfectly.—Take a 
stewing jar with a cover, place the fruit 
in it with a pinch of salt and just 
sufficient sugar to flavor. Place the jar 
with the cover on in a pun of boiling 
water, and let it boil till the fruit is 
tender. Do not uncover the Jar till the 
contents are cold, or the flavor will be 
lost. •

rier within, and, secondly, to put no 
trust In nice, clover, gimcrack locks, 
but to pin bis faith to a huge old heavy 
one with a rusty key. Scott long re¬ 
membered this Incident, and thirty 
years later, at a judges’ dinner at Jed¬ 
burgh, he recalled It In this Impromptu 
rhyme:

The Words on n Clear Box. 

What mean the various words which 
are stamped on the lid and sides of a 
cigar box? These are not mere fancy 
names, but terras actually descriptive 
of the cigar. On the lid Is tho name of 
tho cigar. Tho front of the box de¬ 
scribes the shape aud size, as "con¬ 
chas,” "reina,” "regalias,” which state 
tho shape, and "perfecto Infantes,”

Parchment. 

Parchment is the skill of sheep or 
other animals prepared in sheets to 
render them fit for being written upon. 
Tho heavier parchment, used for 
drumheads, Is made from skins of 
asses, older calves, wolves and goats. 
All these are similarly prepared. The 
skill, being freed from tbo hair, is 
placed in a limo pit to cleanse It from 
fut. Tho pelt Is then stretched upon 
a frame, care being taken that tho 
surface Is free from wrinkles. Tho 
flesh is then pnred off with u circular 
knife. It is then moistened and whit¬ 
ing spread over it. The workman then 
with a largo pumice stone rubs tho 
skin, no next goes over It with nn 
Iron Instrument and rubs it carefully 
with pumice stone, without chalk. The 
skin Is gradually dried, tightening be¬ 
ing occasionally required.

DODGE D AN AVA LANCHE 

United States Surveyors in Alaska 
Have a Close Call. 


A despatch from Vancouver, B. C., 
says: Crouching close to one another, 
prone on the ground while an avalanche 
passed over them, three members of the 
United .Slates party that is demarcating 
the Alaska boundry line, hud the clos¬ 
est call of their lives. Members of the 
Canadian survey party who were in the 
field with the Americans tell the ad¬ 
venture. The men belonged to Prof. 
Blackwelder's party and were working 
along the Alaska River. They hud 
reached the canyon when they saw 
rocks, stones and trees coming down 
the precipitous mountain which over- 
frowns the swift waters. Not having 
time to run to a place of safety they 
crouched down ns close to r-re unolher 
Js they could get, and fortunately the 
great muss of falling debris passed over 
them. To Indicate how narrow their 


shelter was it may be stated that the 
whole should^ and sleeve of a mans 
coat on the outstde was swept away 
so speedily that he did not realize it till 
he stood up when the danger was over. 

The survey parties have fixed for all 
time a portion of the dividing Hn^ be¬ 
tween Cunadion and Americun son. A. 
}. Brabazon hud charge of the Cana¬ 
dians whose field of operations was con¬ 
fined to the Alsek River. W. KH»tz 
devoted attention to the Whiting River, 
and the Craig party w'ns back of Juneau. 
The Alsek party’s work changed the 
misconception that the line crossed he 
river ut the forks and was there mark- 
o,1 bv a succession of lofty peaks. Ine 
line is found to be six miles below the 
forks and Canada is a distinct gainer 
bv gelling valleys of great fertility tnut 
lie between the mountain peuks. Messrs. 
Brabazon and Ruiz have left for Otta¬ 
wa to report to the Government.

The friendi of the horse, do not feel 
Inclined io allow the noble animal to be 
tfcto4racke* by the automobile. The 
action of the Government in Instituting 
Investigation and inquiry to discover the 
Mit methods of improving the quality of 
our horseflesh, is simply the concrete 
expression of the sentiment of a large 
part of the public in regard to the horse. 
Whatever may be the results of the 
work of the horse commission, there is 
one thing evident that a set-back, if not 
knock-out blow, will be administered to 
the practice of employing scrub sires. 
The experimental work, with grains at 
the Agricultural College, has demon¬ 
strated in a striking way, that good 
tops cannot be ^ successfully grown 
'rom defective seed. Neither can good 
-lorses be bred from broken-down, de¬ 
repit and unsound dams and sires, of 
low strain, and no breeding. The best 
.lock can only result from the employ¬ 
ment of well-bred sires ond good dams, 
it is, besides, far easier to keep a good 
miinal in condition, during his growth, 
ban it Is to bring a scrub along till it 
caches a saleable age, and even when, 
n its case, that age is reached, its sale¬ 
able quality is far Inferior to that of a 
well-bred colt. Supposing, however, 
:hut in both cases, the same trouble and 
expense are involved in bringing a colt 
to a marketable age, the value of the 
well-bred animal ks so promptly and 
practical)/ recognized by u shrewd buy¬ 
er, and the disabilities of the scrub so 
promptly taken Into uccount, that there 
becomes no question of which Is the 
more profitable animal to handle. The 
commission, it is a pleasure to know, 
had not much reason to find fault with 
the horseflesh of the district, for there 
are perhaps few sections of the province 
in which so many good horses can be 
seen, either on our city streets, on the 
highways, or on the farms. Still, there 
are in too many esses, sires kept and 
employed, which, in place of looking 
forward to future generations of horse¬ 
flesh, should be looking forward lo a 
peaceful life In front of the plough or 
hojrow—lheJr only place of real useful¬ 
ness.— Peterborough Examiner.

Matters are Ripe tor Another Massacre 
of the Hebrew Inhabitants 
ot Warsaw. 

Less thon a year ago, fours of a Jew- 
kh pogrum causod the peace-loving in- 
habitants of Warsaw to use every means 
in their power to calm the spirits of 
In „• masses, incensed at some excesses 
?* Je ' vi *k Hooligans, for they knew that 
the Russiun authorities would be glad 
lo see the disgraceful scenes of Odessa 
and Kieff repeated in the Polish capi¬ 
tal, writes a Warsaw correspondent. 
The danger passed over, but recent 
events in Sled Ice huve renewed the pos¬ 
sibilities of a pogrom in Warsaw. 

In Warsaw,^us in other Polish towns, 
the Jew has to reckon with two forces 
—Iho Polish masses and the Russian 
authorities. The first moy be altogether 
ignored except when encouraged by the 
second In moments of intense national 
excitement, for though the Pole does not 
love the Jew, he is content to live and 
bt live. Rut the danger of the second 
is twofold, consisting of the organized 
hostility of the authorities nnd Ihe per¬ 
sonal hatred of Ihe individual soldier— 
an element whose importance has not 
been sufficionUy considered out of Rus- 
sfn, when judging the Jewish massa¬ 
cres.

The first fire of a new army has been 
lighted; the world has a new fighting 
force, the fighting force of The Lost 
Legion.” The Legion of Frontiersmen, 
says the Londoo Sketch, have made 
their first bivouac, not, indeed, as they 
would have wished it, under a sky red¬ 
dened by the glare of battle,' but that 
they might notify in lime of peace that 
they will be ready in time of strife. They 
are becoming an army of imperial de¬ 
fence, and they aim at being Ihe intelli¬ 
gence branch of the service when the 
god of war calls for sacrifice. They re¬ 
present the true frontiersmen, men who 
have worked hunted or fought in wild 
countries or at sea, the brotherhood of 
the camps. Guerrilla tactics are second 
nature to them; and so it Is that they 
will act as guides, scouts, pioneers a»ji 
mobile forces for raiding. Wherever 
their numbers are sufficient they will 
have a command. 

Typical of all are their foQnder and 
honorary secretary, Frontiersman 
Roger Pocock and the London com¬ 
mandant, Mr. De Hora. Both are born 
udventurers-—we use the word in its 
older sense, deprecating the fashion 
that has distorted the term into mean¬ 
ing 

SOME FORM OF SKUNK. 

Frontiersman Pocock has been many 
things. . He was clerk in the cable ser¬ 
vice, a laborer on a fruit farm in On¬ 
tario, insurance clerk, survey hand, 
“boo's” in u ho»cl, or navvies, milk¬ 
man’s bookkeeper, log hauler, railroad 
navvy, book agent, peddler of photo¬ 
graphs, dairyman, and trooper In the 
Northwest police—all in two years.

A murder trial which is soon to take 
place in Ajaccio, Corsica, will be the 
climax of one of the oddest cases .1 
vendetta, with in * strangest up to date 
features, on record. The central figure 
is Giuseppe Paoli, who killed a man in a 
quarrel some years ago, was arrested, 
tried and sent to New Caledonia to 
serve out a long sentence of deporta¬ 
tion. 

n some unexplained way Paoli escaped 
froip Lie French convict settlement some 
eighteen months ago and forthwith made 
his woy home to Corsica. No informa¬ 
tion of his escape was communicated 
to the authorities of the island and they 
bad no suspicion of his presence as he 
luy hid in the maquis, or dense second 
growth thickets which skirt the forest a 
hi the mountainous regions of Corsica.

Paoli hod returned to Corsica to per¬ 
form what was In hi3 eyes olmost a re¬ 
ligious duly. This was to take venge¬ 
ance upon a former comrade, whose tes¬ 
timony only had caused* his conviction.

CAPED HIS LOCKED. 

« 

Great Steamships That Barely Missed 
Going to the Bottom by a 
Hairbreadth. 

“I sould not havo found a more com¬ 
fortable place for stranding the vessel. 
(I was like a natural dock. Yet five foot 
either side would have spelt disaster.” 
So said the captain of (he s.s. Lady 
Wolseley, which went ashore, In a dense 
fog one night In August last, on the 
dangerous Kiltigerran Rocks, near Fal¬ 
mouth, England. The vessel was towed 
off in perfect safety, and absolutely un¬ 
damaged. Her escape was a marvellous 
one, for beforo she went ashore where 
she did, she had only Just missed the 
much-dreaded Mnnucles. 

One of ihe most famous victims of Ihe 
Manacles was the great liner Paris, 
which ran how on lo the rocks, and re¬ 
mained there firmly wedged. Week 
after week the tugboats strained and 
churned, but to no avail. 

“NO CURE, NO PAY." 

Then, Just as hope was given up, a 
German salvage company mode a “no 
cure, no pay” proposition, and succeeded 
n dislodging her. Now, the Pans 
mder another name, still sails Ihe At 
lantic, but surely of all her sisters, none 
ever hod a closer shave of leaving her 
bones to rust upon a reef than has this 
great ship. 

The records of the sea are full ol 
these hairbreadth escapes from dlsuster, 
and it Is perhaps the Belgian steamship 
Galileo that can boast of Ihe most won¬ 
derful of them all. On the morning of 
October 20th. 1809. the ship was some 
seventy miles south of Burbadoes. At 
four o’clock a sharp thunderstorm came 
up. The rain was tremendous, and the 
thunder came In sharp, whlp-llke 
cracks. Suddenly came a peal of a dif¬ 
ferent diameter, long sustained, rolling 
md reverberating. “Then,” says the 
chief officer, who was on the bridge, 
“the storm-cloud split, and out of the 
sky, right above the vessel, came whiz¬ 
zing down a giguntic mass of some¬ 
thing—eurih, rock, or stone, 1 cannot 
tell which. It struck the sea close in 
front of the steamer’s bow, and a wull 
of water n\se sixty feet, and. fell crush 
lug upon our decks." 

Every single ono of Ihe passengers 
and crew was thrown out of his bunk. 
\11 thought that the ship hod gone full 
jpeed upon a rock. The steamer had 
joemed to stop und quiver from stem lo 
item. As for Ihe Italians in the steer¬ 
age, they went quite mud with flight. 
Vet when Ihe Galileo was overheauled. 
It was found that no damage had been 
done. Had the aerolite, or whatever lh«* 
•iwful visitant wus, fallen ten yards 
closer she must have sunk like a stone. 

FROM A SUBMARINE VOLCANO. 

Almost equally si range in its way 
was the escupe of the burque Neptune, 
In 1874. She was passing the Azores, 
when suddenly In the middle of the 
night Ihe crew were roused by u tre¬ 
mendous thud.

THEMSELVES. 


Fix the Date ol the World’s End 
—Others Worship the Late 
Queen Victoria. 

The eighty-three “Lost Children of 
Israel” who arrived In New York u short 
time ago on their way from Austmliu to 
Michigan have many strange beliefs, 
amoug them an assurance that the end 
of IK world is fixed for the month of 
Augutit, 1910, and that, when Satan und 
his armies have been finully routed, 
they will be borne away to a happier 
place in chariots of gold. 

These lost Israelites need not travel 
far out of their way to find a sect with 
at leust as strange practices und ns un¬ 
orthodox a creed os thdr own, for the 
‘Holy Rollers” have their headquarter* 
urnong Ihe Bristol Hills, in New York 
State. The Holy Rollers had orrunged 
for the end of tho world in March, 1‘JU2, 
und If the programme was not rigidly 
kept it was through no luck of faith und 
enthusiasm on thdr purt. 

As they swayed lo and fro they sung, 
“O, the Joyful day is coining,” with 
eyes wild und staring ond perspiration 
slraming down thdr faces, while their 
leader filled up the pauses in the sing¬ 
ing with fierce bursts of exhortation. 
“That’s right,” ha would shout. “It'* 
cornin'—coinin' on March 1, 1902, and 
ev’ry man, woman, and child in this 
place is goin’ to be right here to see her 
come. Yes. sir; you’ll get up In the 
mornin’ just as usuul. First thing 
there’ll be thunder and lightning, next 
thing you’ll be—where, where?”

When n member of this strange 
community is so ill that recovery seems 
improbuble, ho Is promptly despatched 
under circumstances which must be 
more ugreeuble to the looker-on ihun lo 
himself. A meeting of the brethren is 
summoned, und while hymns un* sung 
und censers swung, a ludy who fills the 
responsible office of “smotherer” pluces 
u cushion over the invalids mouth und 
nose and holds it there untd her pious 
task is accomplished. 

In the Villuge of Ternowo, In Russia, 
are tho “Begonny,” one of whose amia¬ 
ble practices is thut of self-cremation. 
When one of them attains the requisite 
height of virtue* und enlhusiusm to lace 
• he ordeal he walks into u specially pre¬ 
pared and heiilcd oven, while Ills lel- 
iow-worshippers, who luck the courage 
lo follow Ins example, pray und weep 
for him in Ihe more comfortable at¬ 
mosphere outside. Another Russian sect 
is that of the Underground People, 
whose methods are little, if at all, more 
humane thun those described. When ft 
member of this community becomes 
seriously ill he is baptized by the elders, 
and then immured In an underground 
cell, where he is left lo luce deuth ulone. 

To a sect in the Punjab the chief ob¬ 
ject of worship is a deity called Nikkal , 
Sen, who was no other than Gen. Nich¬ 
olson, whose prowess wus so conspic¬ 
uous in the Indian Mutiny, and, who, 
during his fife, wus an object of udora- 
tion lo thousunds of Natives; und in 
Orissa there Is u body of worshippers 
whose chief divinity wus, and probably 
still is, our lute beloved Queen Yictoriu.

SEARCH FOR RICH TREASURE. 

Gold Valued af 87.500,000 in Hull ol 
Sunken Vessel. 

Another *• aivh for lost treasure is 
obcid io beg n under Ihe auspices of a 
British company. This time It Is gold 
brought from Australia in 1850 Unit Is 
tho object of Ihe search. It Is believed 
lo he In or near a wreck at Moelfre, on 
the* coast of Anglesey. 

The wreck In question was one of Ihe 
mod terrible in senfenring annals. The 
Ih/uj Charier, a full rigged ship, sailed 
from nu Australian port wilh warty 
500 persons, crew and passengers, on 
board. 

A large proportion of Hie passengers 
were gold-digger# who hud "made their 
pile," and were returning home as rich 
men. The gold they brought wilh them 
was contained partly in ivlh worn by 
the owners, but mainly in Iwo great 
boxes. The value of oil the g »ld on the 
s’-ip is estimated al more than $7,000,- 
000 . 

'I he Royal Charier si ruck on a reef 
al MrHfre, and became a total wreck. 
Four hundred and flfly-nlne of her crew 
and passengers were drowned. 

There have been many efforts to re¬ 
cover Ihe gold from the wreck, and it 
Is understood Hint the smaller of the 
chests that contained Ihe hulk of the 
treasure was found at an early period. 
Dwellers along the coast profiled by 
digging In Ihe sands, and even In ie- 
cent years prospecting of this sort has 
ln'c.o rewarded occasionally by the dis¬ 
covery of a few coins. 

The wreck is slill In existence, and 
partly visible.

Of a strunge peril of the sea, the Nor¬ 
wegian steamer Egil has u thrilling 
dory to tell, in January, five year* ago, 
die set suit, heavily luden, for Iceland. 
The weather wus fearful, und at lust u 
heavy gale from 'the north reduced the 
temperature lo fur below freezing point. 
As the sens broke over the vessel, the 
water froze. Soon Ihe decks were nil 
Ico, and the musts and ropes coaled 
with thick Ice. Thicker and thicker 
grew Hie granite-like muss, und wilh the 
weight the Egil, already dangerously 
jeep in the water, sank lower and 
lower. And still Hie gale blew fiercely 
out of Hie bitter north. Nothing could 
b» done except to keep the engines go¬ 
ing. The bonis were utterly useless, 
being covered with ice, and ull the low¬ 
ering tackle frozen solid. Lower and 
bwer sunk the ship, and hope aban¬ 
doned’ the hearts of her hulf-froz.cn 
crew. Al last, Just when It seemed 
certain she must founder, the weather 
broke und Hie sun cuinc out. Every man 
wus set lo work to chop away the 
glassy coaling, and before the next gule 
came the Egil wus herself nguin. 

AFTER MANY PERILS. 

Perhaps no vessel ever had a longer 
or more thrilling series.of escapes Hum 
the Thdmliebarik, In the autumn of 
1903. She left Philadelphia early in 
August, and met such fearful gales 
lhat on September 9th the rivets started 
und sin* began lo leak alarmingly. The 
donkey-engine bad been disabled, and 
the men had to work the hand-pumps. 
They remained ut them in spells for 
the whole of the rest of tho voyage. 
The next thing Hint happened was the 
shifting of the cargo. It roiled from 
side to side, so that sometime* the port 
rails were on a level with the water, und 
sometimes the sturboard. The boats 
were made ready and provisioned, bul 
so well did Ihe men work that they 
were not reduced to using them, and 
after 1C5 days of hardship und peril they 
safely reached .Sydney.
